Miner At Goldfields May Produce 
Good Commercial Ore : 
Chiefly noted for gold discoveries 
Goldfields, Sask., mining field may 
produce other useful metals in com- 


mercial quantities, according to re-| 


ports brought in by engineers. 
Molybdenite, used for strengthen- 
ing steel, has been reported. Wolf- 
‘ramite, the ore containing tungsten, 
‘also used in tool-making and as fila- 
ments in light bulbs, has ‘been dis- 
covered in several sections, as have 
nickel, lead, zinc, silver and copper. 
Pitchblende, carrying radium, has 
also made its appearance. The field 
is still too new to know just how 
large the deposits of the various 
metals are and whether they can be 
mined at a profit.

Mines Laboratories Busy : 


Heavy Recipts Of Gold Ore For Test-| 


ing Are Reported 

Reflecting the steady and wide- 
spread improvement in. mining 
throughout Canada, the Mines Branch 
Laboratory of the Canadian Depart- 
ment of Mines reports that receipts 
of gold ore for testing during the 
first half of the year exceeded those 
pf ary like period in past years. In 
the majority of cases the ores are 
from the many gold properties 
throughout Canada that are entering 
or nearing production. Full-advant- 
age is being taken by. operators of 
the modetnly equipped ore .dressing 
and metallurgical laboratories of the 


Department of Mines, where the ores}, 


are being tested mainly to determine 
suitable’ mill treatment processes for 
the several enterprises, 

Three research projects relating to 
the treatment of gold ores are under- 
way. One is on reffactory gold ores 
such as those that occur’ in the 
Bridge River area, British Colum- 
bia. The second is an investigation 


third-is an examination of the modes 
of occurrences of gold in sulphides, 
and the effect on ore treatment of 
such associations. 

- More tést work is under way on 
base metal ores than in 1935, but the 
number of samples received is small 
in comparison with pre-depression 
years, when the high prices of the 
metals provided a stimulus for ex- 
ploratory effort. A notable feature 
is the sharp increase in the number 
of requests for test work on non- 
metallic ores, The increase is trace- 
able mainly to the distinct revival of 
activities in the building construction 
industries.

Scientists working with delicate 
apparatus in a Kensington labora- 
tory have settled a question that has 
caused endless controversy in every 
part of the world:— - 

Have animals souls? 

Do our pets survive after-death? 

Dr. Nandor Fodor, an internation~- 
ally-known psychical research ex- 
pert, asked Mr. B. J. Hopper, M. Sc., 
one of the most brilliant of British 
physicists, to begin experiments that 
would answer the question. 

Now, ‘after experimenting on mice, 
birds, frogs. and. cockroaches, both 
scientists issue this statement: 

There is no evidence that animals 
have souls or any existence after

Extending London’s Tubes 


Whole System Is Planned By Sur- 
veyors Above Ground 


A $75,000,000 project—the exten- 
sion of the Central London Under- 
ground railway from Liverpool street 
to Stratford, Leystone and New- 
bury—has just been started. An- 
other $1,250,000 is to be spent on 
straightening and enlarging the ex- 
isting Central London line which 
was completed in 1900. ; 

A new underground tunnel is 
usually built in mile-long sections, 
and so accurate do the big tunnel- 
builders work today that when these 
sections meet there is never more 
‘than a fraction of an inch difference 
between them. 

This is because the whole system 
is plotted out above ground. Work- 
ing at night, the surveyors mark out 
the route in the streets, with all the 
necessary twists and turns. 

Shafts are sunk at various points 
and by using a theodolite the en- 
gineers down below can strike the 
exact direction of the lines marked 
out on the surface. 

A great circular shield is used in 
driving the new tunnel. It has a 
sharp edge, and is forced along by 
hydraulic rams. As it moves, men 


take away the earth through doors — 


in the head of the shield, and the 
newly cut tunnel is encased in cast- 
iron rings. 

If the tunnel has to go through 
areas where underground rivers or 
streams are likely to cause trouble, 


the work is carried out in compress- — 


ed air, which keeps the water back.

LTHOUGH the word “action,” 
as a photographic term, is more 
1 frequently associated with the mo- 
tion picture camera, we should not 
forget that it plays an important 
part in picture-taking with a “still” 
camera. We should not allow either 
the word “action” or the word “still” 
to mislead us. 
There can bea lot of action repre- 
' sented in a picture that we distin- 
guish from motion pittures by the 
word “still.” The sense of action 
may be conveyed very strongly when 
the rapid or violent movement of a 
person, animal or object is “stopped” 
by a “still” camera equipped with 
an ultra-fast lens and a fast shutter. 
Take, for example, a shot of a 
jockey hurtling over the head of his 
mount as it stumbles in a steeple- 
chase. There is no sense of stillness 
about that, and it is an “action”
